Recipes: The Dutch Kitchen 


Traditional Dutch Recipes — Boerenkool with Dutch Rookworst. 
Several Members have requested that we show 
them how to use traditional Dutch Recipes. 

As winter is upon us, following is a traditional 
staple meal that every Dutch family must have 
served on their dinner table during winter. 
Please adjust the ingredients according to your 
family size.

(To serve 2 people.) 
Cooking time: 30 mins 


Ingredients: 

.4¢ 500 grams of Boerenkool or Kale, cut and 
cleaned. 

.4 About 8 potatoes. 

.4 1 "Rookworst" — Polish Sausage closest substitute. (Rookworst is available from Elmar, the Dutch 
Shop in Guilford and Aldi occasionally.) 


Optional: 

.# Small chunks of bacon 
.#  l onion 

.4 4 cloves of garlic 


Tools: 
.4¢ Large pan high enough to cook the potatoes and Boerenkool at the same time. 
.4¢ A potato masher 


How to prepare: 


Peel the potatoes and cut them in half or thirds. Put them in the pan and fill the pan up with water until the 
potatoes are just covered in water. 


If you have Boerenkool (Kale) from a bag, just put the 500 grams on top of the potatoes. 

If you have fresh Boerenkool, clean it completely and cut it into small pieces, then put it on top of the 
potatoes and water. Your pan will probably be filled to the top, but that's fine. The Boerenkool will shrink a 
lot. 


After about 25 to 30min it should be ready. Check often during the cooking period and don't cook it too 
fast, but just let it cook gently. The Boerenkool should have shrunk quite a bit and the potatoes should be 
cooked enough to mash them. 


Now take the Rookworst and follow the instructions on the package to warm it up. It can be done in water 
or in the microwave. You can also add it to your pan with Potatoes and Boerenkool, about 10 minutes 
before they are cooked. 


When you take the pan from the stove, you have to extract the cooking fluids. Put them into a separate 
bowl as you might need them again. 


Then use the masher to mash the potatoes and Boerenkool into one big stew. If it is very dry, you can add 
some of the cooking fluids. Also, it is recommended to remove some potatoes at first and only add the rest 
if you wish. Usually around 8 to 10 potatoes is good, but it depends on whether you like it with more potato 
or whether you prefer it to have more Boerenkool. Play with the amount of potatoes to give it the perfect 
mixture / flavour that you desire and remember for next time. 


Take the Rookworst, cut it into slices and serve it alongside the stew on the plates. 


Optional: 
If you like to give it an extra twist, you can fry the onion, bacon, and garlic (or only one of these 
ingredients) and add it to the end stew. Enjoy!

Creation of new land known as Polders — 2" edition. 

We discussed how polders came into existence in our 1“ edition. We also listed a number of 
polders created by name. In this edition, we will explore some of these polders in greater 
detail. 

De Krimpenerwaard — South of Gouda.

and farming, but on a small scale. But the region was noticeably higher than the water level 
in the surrounding rivers. 
Between 1000 and 1300, work had started to reclaim the wild marshes through an 
agreement between the Bishop of Utrecht, who had been granted ownership of this region 
by King Hendrik IV of the German Empire in 1064. The system was known as “Cope”, 
which in essence was an agreement between the landowner and those reclaiming the land. 
It involved instructions on how the reclamation was to be completed, as well as the eventual 
taxes that needed to be paid. 
The name of “Cope” finds itself replicated in surrounding place names like Benschop, 
Williskop, Papekop and Galecop.

The length of land to be reclaimed was measured as 6 “voorling”, which is about 1,250 
meters. New drains were built to allow water to flow to one of the three rivers Lek, 
Hollandse IJssel and Vlist. Ditches were built perpendicular to one another, to allow the 
flow of water to be as effective as possible. 

From the 13" to the 14" Century, the area changed from growing grains to growing Hemp. 
Later, the farming of dairy cattle became an important source of income. 

During the winter of 1421-1422, the water level of the rivers was so high that the Lekdijk 
(dike on the Lek) gave way. This was part of the St Elisabeth’s Flood and just about the 
whole of the Krimpenerwaard was flooded. It took three years before all the water had 
disappeared. 

Alblasserwaard — where you find the UN Heritage listed Kinderdijk. 

The geology of the formation of this area is the same. There were marshes that had peat as 
thick as 14 meters in places. The name “Waard” means: “Surrounded by water”. The name 
was formed by joining the name of the river Alblas and Waard and was first noted in 1383. 
Before then it was referred to as: “The land between the Lek and Merwede”. The whole 
region is surrounded by no less than six rivers. 

Like all areas in the Netherlands, this area was frequently inundated by water from the 
nearby river. The result was deposits of sand and silt, which caused the formation of clay. 
The need for lowering the water levels within the land areas used for agriculture became 
more acute, as more floods caused great damage. That’s why in 1277, Count Floris V of 
Holland and The Lords of Holland came to an agreement to build a dike all the way around 
this region. At this time the Hoogheemraadschap for Alblasserwaard and the regional water 
authorities for Nederwaard and Overwaard were established, with the task of maintaining 
the surrounding waterways and dikes. 

In 1369, a canal (De Nieuwe Waterschap) was dug to take water from here to the river 
“Groote Achterschap” which had lochs near Elshout. This way they had effective control 
over water levels. 

Before the year 1200, place names recorded were

Papendrecht and Sliedrecht, as well as Gorichem aan de Linge and Peursum aan de Giessen. 
The population, in the beginning of the 11" Century, earned their income from growing of 
grains and later on hemp, dairy industry as well as fishing, catching birds (Husbandry of 
Ducks and Geese) and later shipbuilding as well as works to do with water management. 
The Hemp was grown to make Ropes and Sails for Shipping.

Reinald II of Gelre in 1327. 
Before this date, the Count had given permission to build waterways in two locations, so as 
to allow rainwater to run into one of the three surrounding rivers. Whilst the river water was 
kept at bay by the dikes, rainwater was now trapped with nowhere to go. Over time, people 
have altered the course of the rivers by removing certain meandering bends in the river. In 
1595 and during the 17" Century, the river dikes were breached at least 7 times (1634, 

1651, 1658, 1662, 1666, 1674 & 1697). This was repeated 5 times during the 18' Century 
(1709, 1751 1764, 1781 & 1799). During the 19" Century a further 7 breaches occurred 
(1809, 1820, 1833, 1849, 1850, 1855 & 1861). 
WARS. 
During the middle ages, when the wealthy landowners of Brabant, Gelre, Holland and to a 
lesser extent Utrecht were feuding, the Bommelerwaard was the centrepiece of all the 
fighting. Even during the 80-year war with Spain, Zaltbommel was the target of fighting 
twice in 1574 & 1599. In 1672, referred to in history as “Rampjaar” (Year of disaster), the 
Republic of the Seven United Netherlands was attacked by The English, French and 
Bishops of Münster and Cologne. French soldiers were responsible for a lot of the total 
destruction in this region. 
During World War II, the Bommelerwaard was again a major theatre of war. German 
parachutists landed here in 1940. During the winter of 1944-1945, the Maas, which flows 
along the east and south, formed the front line. Most of the population was evacuated. Due 
to the heavy shelling, few villages along the Maas survived. High buildings, especially 
Church towers were blown up by the Germans, as these were used by the Allies as 
orientation markers.

The Elfstedentocht, the 11 Cities Tour 


Last month I promised to write about the Elfstedentocht, the Eleven Cities tour — 
a long distance skating event on natural ice. Make yourself a hot chocolate, wrap 
yourself up and indulge in a very Dutch winter story. 
The Elfstedentocht (English: Eleven Cities tour) is a long-distance tour skating 

Franeker Y event on natural ice, almost 200 kilometres (120 mi) long, which is held both as a 

$ speed skating competition (with 300 contestants) and a leisure tour (with 16,000 
eer Skaters). It is held in the province of Friesland in the North of the Netherlands, 
Ga we, leading past all eleven historical Cities of the province. The tour is held at most 

LA N once a year, only when the natural ice along the entire course is at least 15 

PA ġo centimetres (6 in) thick; sometimes on consecutive years, other times with gaps 


à that may exceed 20 years. When the ice is suitable, the tour is announced and 
Lssemeer starts within 48 hours. 


Course and rules. 
The tour, almost 200 km in length, follows a closed or circular route along frozen canals, rivers and lakes 
visiting the eleven historic Frisian Cities of Leeuwarden, Sneek, IJlst, Sloten, Stavoren, Hindeloopen, 
Workum, Bolsward, Harlingen, Franeker, Dokkum, then returning to Leeuwarden. The tour is held only if 
the ice is, and remains, at least 15 centimetres thick along the entire course as about 16,000 amateur skaters 
will take part, putting high requirements on the quality of the ice. The last tours were held in 1985, 1986 
and 1997. All skaters must be Members of the Association of the Eleven Frisian Towns. A starting permit 
and bib is required (€100 in 2017). Skaters must collect a stamp in each city, and at three secret check 
points, and must finish the course before midnight. 

There are often small sections along the route, where the ice is too thin to allow mass skating; tiya are 
called "kluning points" - meaning to run on skates over a carpet, and the @ 
skaters walk on their skates to the next stretch of good ice. In 1997 ice- 
transplantation was re-introduced to strengthen weak places in the ice, 
for instance under bridges. 

The finishing point of the Elfstedentocht is a canal near Leeuwarden, 
called the "Bonkevaart", close to the landmark windmill, De 
Bullemolen, Lekkum.

In TI 2012, Friesland hotels were fully booked and expecting 
between 1.5 and 2 million visitors in anticipation of a tour, as the weather seemed suitable. Then it was 
announced that the ice was thawing and the tour was cancelled. 
There has been mention of skaters visiting all eleven Cities of Friesland on one day since 1760. The 
Elfstedentocht was already part of Frisian tradition when, in 1890, Pim Mulier conceived the idea of an 
organised tour, which was first held in 1909, when 22 men competed. After this race, the Vereniging De 
Friesche Elf Steden (Association of the Eleven Frisian Towns) was established to organise the tours. 
In the 1912 edition Jikke Gaastra was the first woman ever who finished the Elfstedentocht, but couldn't 
complete the full tour because the ice wasn't good enough after Sneek. In the 1917 edition Janna van der 
Weg was the first woman, who finished the tour. 


The winters of 1939/40, 1940/41 and 1941/42 were particularly severe, with the race being run in each of 
them. The 1940 race, run three months prior to the German invasion of the Netherlands, saw over 3,000 
competitors start at 05:00 on 30 January, with the first five finishing at 16:34. The event dominated the 
front pages of Dutch newspapers. 


The next Elfstedentocht after 1963 was held in 1985; times had changed. Before, one of the best methods 

to stay warm during the tour was to wear newspapers underneath the clothes. In the 20 years between the 

tours of 1963 and 1985, clothing, training methods and skates became much more advanced, changing the
